A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE ROCHESTER PHILATELIC ASSOCIATION 


The Rochester Philatelic Association is now in its 61st year 
and is still going strong. It was organized on March 12, 1913. 
The first meeting was held at the Hotel Rochester with eleven en- 
thusiastic men getting it off to a fine start. In a short time 
they began to hold their meetings at the Municipal Museum in 
Rochester, but during World War I interest lagged and it was only 
kept together through the efforts of five members who met at 
various homes, 


Eventually more members were added and they met in the back 
room of a local stamp dealer. They soon graduated to the Public 
Library, and after many months the club moved to their present 
location at the Bausch Museum of Arts and Sciences on plush East 
Avenue, 


Down through the years much has been accomplished in the effort 
to bring stamp collecting and its joys to the general public. A wide 
variety of programs have been featured at the nearly 1,200 meetings 
held. These activities ïnclude outside and local speakers, movies, 
slide shows, roundtable discussions. auctions, mini-exhibits, swap 
nights - in fact nearly everything that was ever heard ot in the 
hobby! Throughout this time there was always an annual banquet, 
followed by an exhibit, entertainment, and recently, an auction. 


Early exhibitions of the RPA were local affairs, but during the 
thirties and forties shows were held in conjunction with the Roches- 
ter Museum Hobby Council. In 1950, the RPA assisted in the formation 
of the Niagara Frontier Federation of Stamp Clubs. As host to this 
group and subsequent combination with the Central New York Federation 
of Stamp Clubs, the scope of the exhibits became international. 


The year 1963 was the Golden Jubilee of the Rochester Philatelic 
Association, and called for a “really big" show in celebration. This 
show of over 700 frames, held in Rochester's new Midtown Plaza, was 
a huge success, This paved the way for subsequent large exhibitions 
and bourses such as TOPEX '67, APS '68 and eventually to the present 
annual ROPEX designation initiated in 1971. This background of the 
RPA provides an appropriate credential for hosting ROPEX - TOPEX ‘74, 
and the club is proud to be able to host the American Topical Asso- 
ciation on its 25th anniversary.

WISE AND OTHERWISE 


Random remarks touching upon and appertaining to the Science of 
Philately, better known to the proletariat as stamp collecting, the 
îdiosyncracies if its devotees and (we hope) of possible interest to 
ordinary mortals. 


Read at the annual banguet of the Rochester (N.Y.) Philatelic 
Association, June 5, 1954, 


Written by E. C. Olds -- who hopes to be forgiven. 


Every other Thursday night the stamp collectors meet 
In the Rochester Museum, and each other greet. 

They swap postage stamps, sometimes one gets stuck, 
But if that should happen it's his or her bad luck, 


Yes, we are a jolly band, a happy little bunch, 

And when the meeting ends we have a dainty lunch, 
President Wilson fills the chair with dignity and grace, 

He greets the welcome visitors with a smile upon his face. 
His lovely wife the record keeps of all that's said and done, 

And calls the roll by alphabet and never misses one. 


Some members are along in years, others still in youth, 
But all are eager searchers for philatelic truth. 

Some have lots of dough to spend, others not so much, 
Regardless of financial state we have a common touch, 


We collect them in the morning and by the daylight fair, 
Garner them at evening or in the noonday glare, 

When jocund day stands tiptoe on misty mountain heights, 
Or the calm husu of evening, the dark and silent nights. 


And he whose footsteps seldom stray beyond the city of his birth 

Or he who wanders far and wide o'er this old wayside inn of eartn, 
Alike can meet on common ground and speak a common tongue 

That can be fully understood by either old or young. 


We are the people who collect postage stamps for fun, 

From every land and every clime beneath the shining sun. 
We buy tnem by the dozen, we buy them by the score. 

We buy them by the hundred and then go after more. 


From Greenland's icy mountain to India's coral strand, 
From many a distant state, from many a foreign land. 
Of every shape and color, of every size and shade, 
In all denominations, however stamps are made, 


We have full sheets and singles, plate numbers and plate blocks 
Adding to our collections as opportunity knocks. 

Portraits of celebrities who have long since been dead, 
Battle scenes depicted of which you may have read. 


From where the spicy breezes blow soft o'er Ceylon's isle, 
We see a stamp that pleases and grab it with a smile. 
With folded hinges, utmost pains, we mount them in a book, 
Each in its appointed place, that all may take a look. 
It breaks our hearts, sad to relate, some view with upturned noses. 


But we can only smile at them, we had our fun and pleasure, 
And we do not know a better way to occupy our leisure. 

I find a stamp from Zululand, it shows some sign of wear, 
And in the northwest corner is a microscopic tear. 


Of course that knocks it out from going in my book, 

For everything that I place there must have a proper look. 
But if its face is faded and its complexion pale, 

I can always place it in the club's donation sale. 


Let others roll the ivory balls around the green top table, 
Or cast a line in flowing stream as long as they are able. 

The crouching bowler shoots the ball across the maple floor, 
We do not envy him his fun but only wish him more. 


Tell me not în scornful language this hobby's just a fad, 
And that those who tinker with it are crazy or plain mad, 

But most have brains and common sense, yet often those are found 
With wheels within their empty heads and they go round and round. 


Some collect the stamps of China, others those of far-off Malay, 
But many of us still prefer the good old U.S.A. 

Some like Ethiopia and others love Peru, 
Regardless of what nation, the choice is up to you. 


Adam and Eve could not collect, stamps had not been invented, 

So they collected fig leaves and both were well contented. 
King David and King Solomon both led illustrious lives, 

There were no stamps then to collect so they collected wives. 


And if old man Methuselah, whose praises have been sung, 

Had been a stamp collector he might not have died so young. 
We greet each other with a smile, and with a pleasant word, 

And Wennermark tells us with glee the latest joke he's heard. 


And sweet Virginia sometimes has some wisdom to impart, 
And Farmer Berman often gives advice right from the heart. 
Helen and Eva, the Gold Dust twins, are quite a roaming pair, 
They carry home the prizes from philatelic fair. 





Philatelist is the high-brow name by those who seek 
An atmosphere scholastic. The word is from the Greek, 
But most of them are plain collectors of stamps that come their way, 
The classic name means naught to them, they can't pronounce it anyway. 


Southern Cross to Northern Star, Cancer to Capricorn, 
China to San Domingo, Cuba to Cape Horn, 

And when the work is ended and all is said and done, 
We'll tell the cockeyed world that Philately is fun. 


Christopher Columbus, who sailed the ocean blue, 
Is shown upon the stamps of Chile and Peru. 

Napoleon the First is on the stamps of France, 
With other famous figures of History and Romance, 

The mighty great who fame acheived, throughout the bygone ages, 
Live again on postage stamps, philosophers and sages. 


There is the condition crank, he and his microscope,’ 

And with his perforation guage and various kinds of dope, 
He measures stamps with caliper, off center some may be, 

And if he finds that one is, he shouts with feindish glee. 


And should he find a thin spot or a microscopic tear, 
His joy is unconfined, his raving rends the air. 

How beautiful this postage stamp, how bright and clear its face, 
I think in my collection it's worthy of a place. 

I'll put it in the proper spot in my capacious album, 
But come to turn it over, alas it has no gum, 


When you go to buy a stamp the seller claims it's rare, 

But when you try to sell it, the same is common as the air. 
And so tonight we sit around the table spread with food, 

And once again as in the past, around the festive board, 
Feast upon the fat of land and find it very good,
